At this season of the year, the 
mistletoe is a welcome addition to the 
stock of our florists, being intimately 
associated, as it is, with Christmas 
sports. It is new, however, to this 
country, and it is not much more than 
a decade since the first venture was 
ever brought here. The shrub is 
mostly tropical and parasitical, and 
authorities on the subject tell n- 
there are over four hundred know n 
species of the order. There is only- 
one species known to Great Britain, 
the common mistletoe -the viseum 
album, as it is botanically known 
and it is with that particular species 
that We have to deal. 

It is popularly supposed that the 

mistletoe grows exclusively on the 
oak tree, but this is a mistake, as it is 
found on the oak in very rare in- 
stances, while it grows with groat pro- 
fusion on the apple, the pear, the 
hawthorn, and also on sycamores, 
limes, poplars, lousct trees and firs. 
In some portions of the south of Bng- 
land, it is very abundant, and in ever- 
green le;n a peculiar appear- 
ance to the orchards in winter, when 
the bushes of mistlet ie are very eon- 
spieious among the naked branches of 
(he forest. 

There is a superstition connected 

with the mistletoe that it is unlucky 
to fell an oak on which it grows, anil 
the author of "Magna Britannia" 

i great wood belonging to 
the archbishops of the Hundred of 
Croyland, said to have consisted whol- 
ly of oaks, and among them was one 
that bore mistletoe, which some per- 
sons were so hardy as to cut down 
for the gain of selling it to the apo-

WILLING TO LEND HELP.

Miss Louisa Thompson, one of the 
articulation teachers has consented to 
interpret the Sunday morning ser- 
vices at the Broad Street Methodist 
Church, for the benefit of the deaf 
members thereof, and those who may 
attend the worship. She made her 
initial attempt last Sunday morning, 
and did it in a manner that gave 
satisfaction to all. We were told that 
she is a vast improvement over some 
who had done like services at the 
church. In this connection, we have 
a suggestion to offer. There are a 
number of deaf persons, members ol 
the church in question, also others, 
who frequently attend the services 

when there is an interpreter present. 

In order that they may regularly 
have their spiritual wants appeased. 
Or in Other words enjoy the advan- 
tages of weekly sermons instead of 

at intervals of a month or longer at 

times, we would suggest that they 
employ some competent person, and 
pay him or her a salary for a year or 

a certain sum for each service. This 

idea may, to some persons, seem 
rather mercenary in its character, 

They, no doubt, think that the word 

of God should be given free, and to 

deaf-mutes in particular. They for- 
get that ministers are paid for their 
labors. We wonder if those persons 
would be willing to'work for a man 
an hour or more once a week w ilhout 
receiving compensation lor it. We 
are of the opinion that if they were 
forced to do it. it would be done in 
no willing spirit.
